“The Lord is siow io anger, and great in power, and will 


not at all acquit the wicked:

whirlwind and in the storm, and the clouds are the dust of his 


feet.”—Nah., 1:3. 
It is a constant habit of 


the prophets to alternate be- 


tween judgment and mercy in their utterance of revelation. 
As though the prolonged dwelling upon God’s sterner attri- 


butes would put too great a 


strain upon the heart, they 


change the tone after a little and so relieve the tension. “God 
is jealous, and the Lord revengeth.” says the prophet in the 
opening of his prophecy, and in the next section we read, 
“The Lord is good, a stronghold in the day of trouble.” Thus, 
like a revolving lighthouse which throws forth a flash of 
brightness and then a blank of darkness, prophecy manifests 
to us alternately the love, and the justice, and the tenderness 
and severity of God that we may not forget the one while 


contemplating the other. 


I. Consider the Slowness and 
Strength of God’s Anger 


“He is slow to anger, but of 
great power.” This is grandly 
characteristic of God. A quick 
temper is a mark of smaliness of 
nature. <A misstep*on’theside-of 
an Indian’s canoe will capsize and 
swamp it, but it will not affect 
a great ocean steamer in the 
slightest, and if you tread on the 
dignity of small and selfish people 
they immediately get angry and 
lose their temper, but a calm, 
self-poised person is not disturbed 
by any such affront. And so I 
think it a very sublime saying 
concerning Jehovah that He is 
slow to anger.. The majesty of 
omnipotent restraint holds Him in 
calmness and self-possession while 
sinners insult and provoke Him 
to wrath. Why does not God 
blast and consume the infidels

When a noted atheist once, lec- 
turing before a Boston audience, 
took out his watch and holding 
it in his hand said, “If there be 
a God, let Him prove it by striking 
me .dead in five minutes,” some 
Christians wondered why the Lord 
did not do it. As well wonder 
why Queen Victoria does not halt 
the royal procession in which she 
is riding to cuff the ears of some 
rude boy, who because he has 
imbibed anarchistic notions has 
come out to mock and make faces 
at his sovereign. There is a 
sublime fitness in the Divine delay 
tc punish sin. And when unbe- 
lievers taunt you with the word of 
Scripture—“God is angry with 
the wicked every day’’—saying, 
“Then your God is a quick tem- 
pered deity, is He?” . you may 
reply, “Though our God is some- 
times angry, He is neither hot 
headed nor passionate.” And so 


far from divine wrath being 
something out of harmony with 
the character of a righteous God 
it is absolutely necessary to our 
conception of such a being, for in 
the first place every attribute 
must have its counterpart. As 
there can be no light without 
darkness, so there can be no 
mercy without judgment. God 
is not a hemisphere with a single 
pole—love, on which all His being 


revolves. If he were, then He 
would be imperfect. Nay, there 
are two poles to His nature— 


justice and mercy, and because of 
these a zone exists in which 
warmth of love is modified by the 
severity of justice, so making a 
Climate that is bracing as well as 
balmy. 


Therefore what does God who 
requires us to be like Himself en- 
join upon us? “Love your 
enemies?”’ Yes, and also, “Be ye 
angry and sin not.” And what is 
the high commendation which He 
puts upon His Son as He returns 
victorious from the redemption 
battle? “Thou has loved righteous- 
ness and hated iniquity, therefore 
God, even thy God, hath anointed 
thee with the oil of gladness above 
thy fellows.” This combination of 
opposite attributes is absolutely 
necessary so long as good and evil 
are found side by side in the world, 
for anger is the repulsion of holi- 
ness, of truth from error, of light 
from darkness, of right from 
wrong. The peril is always upon 
us that in our weak toleration we 
allow these antagonistic elements

The Rich Man and Lazarus

It really happened just as He told 
it. It was ‘‘a certain rich man”, 
one with Whom. He was acquaint- 
ed. 

In parables names are never 
given. Search and see. Never 
does Jesus give the name of an 
individual in any of His parables. 
But here He does. He says the 
beggar’s name was Lazarus. He 
lived. He was a beggar. He is 
now with Christ. Some day we 
will see him. Had this been a 
parable his name would never 
have been mentioned. This trag- 
edy occurred. It really happened. 
Do not think of it then as a par- 
able. 


Here are two pictures—one this 
‘side the grave, the other, the 
other side; pictures of two men—- 
the first picture in this world, the 
second in the next. Let us look 
at them, for they could easily be 
pictures of you or of me. What 
happened to them could happen 
to us. 


THE FIRST PICTURE 


In this first picture, there is a 
rich man—a man of the world. 
He was prosperous and content- 
ed. He had all that money could 
buy. He lived in a mansion, had 
servants to wait on him, and fared 
sumptuously every day. Depres- 
sions never affected him, for he 
had abundance. 

I have no doubt but that he was 
highly respected in his commun- 
ity. He had many friends. Rich 
men generally do. His clothing 
was of the best—-purple and fine 
linen. He must have held an im- 
portant position. In any case, he 
lived in luxury and wanted for 
nothing. 

God did not condemn-.-hi@® for 
being rich, that is, if he got his 
riches honestly. He must have 
been thrifty and industrious. Those 
who are lazy do not make money. 
He had used his brains. He had 
saved. He was not a spendthrift. 
And he did not idle away his time, 
taking it for granted that the 
country owed him a living. He 
had invested his talents to the 
best of his ability and had pros- 
pered. The Jews, you know, al- 
ways considered it a_ sign of 
God’s favor when a man made 
good. No, there is not a word of 
censure because he was rich. 

The trouble was, as with so 
many, both rich and poor, he had 
left God out of his life. He did 
not feel his need of God. He 
lived for himself and for himself 
alone. And he had a heart of 
stone, for he was unmoved by 
the sight of poverty right at his 
door. He showed no mercy. All 
that he got he kept. He had 
nothing for others, nothing for 
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God’s work . Self-satisfied as he 
was, he did not take God into ac- 
I have known rich men 


who have been humble, devoted 
followers of the Lord Jesus Christ 
who have used their money for 
God's glory and have been a bless- 
ing to thousands. But this man 
had no use for God. God was not 
in his thoughts. 


Now there is another part to 
this first picture. It portrays a 
beggar.by the name of Lazarus. 
Day after day he crawls to the 
estate of the rich man and, un- 
able to stand, lies at his door, 
hoping for some of the crumbs so 
eagerly devoured by the hungry 
dogs under the table. 


Lazarus, almost devoid of cloth- 
ing, is covered with sores—ugly 
running sores, all too common in 
the East. No physician is sent 
by the rich man to take care of 
him. No comfortable bed is pro- 
vided upon which he can rest his 
weary body. In fact, he seems to 
be without friends. But no, he is 
not alone; the dogs are his com- 
panions, for they, too, are hun- 
gry, and they seem to be able to 
sympathize with him. At any 
rate, they gather around and lick 
his sores. Poor Lazarus! What 
a tragedy! 

Was he always thus? I do not 
know. Something terrible must 
have happened to bring him to 
such depths. Surely it could not 
have been his own fault. He was 
not a drunkard. As a matter-of- 
fact he was a God-fearing man. 
He may have had a happy home. 
But he became ill and lost his job. 
Finally he got into debt and the 
creditors came. Perhaps, like 
Job, his wife turned on him. Yet 
no complaint does he make. No 
word of bitterness does he utter. 
Humbly he accepts his lot and 
leaves himself in the hands of 
God. How sublime his faith!

No 
more will his sores itch and burn.

THE SECOND PICTURE 


The END did I say? Has the 
story indeed closed? Is_ there 
nothing more? What! death the 
end?

Dear Brother U——-: 
I have carefully looked over the 


article, “Where Did We _ Get 
Christmas?” in the _ sensational 
little magazine you sent. The 


trouble is that the good friend is 
so anxious to make an impres- 
sion and to shock people. There 
is some truth in what the brother 
says, but truth that all good 
Christians have already recog- 
nized long ago. We know that 
Christmas is commercialized, but 
that is not why we Christians ob- 
serve it. We know that the Santa 
Claus myth is a lie, and of course 
we good Christians do not Le to 
our children. I never tell, and I 
have consistently insisted that no 
one else tell the Santa Claus myth 
as the truth. We know also that 
some heathen religions had a 
midwinter festival to celebrate the 
winter solstice. But that solstice 
is about December 22, not Decem- 
ber 25. 


Is Christmas Simply a 
Heathen Festival? 


It is simply not true that Christ- 
mas is a heathen festival with a 
changed name. Our _ sensational 
friend even quoted from Schaff- 
Herzog Encyclopedia the follow- 
ing: 

“How much the date of the 
festival depended upon the Pa- 
gan Brumalia following the 
Saturnalia (Dec. 17-24) and 
celebrating the shortest day 
in the year and the ‘New 
sun,’ ... cannot be accurate- 
ly determined.” 

Although this great authority 
plainly says that we cannot deter- 
mine how much (if any) the date 
of the celebration of Christmas 
was determined by the heathen 
custom, your friend pretends to 
know all about it and later plainly 
states that Christmas is 
the heathen festival with a chang- 
ed name. That kind of talk is 
not _—ireiiable. Actually many 
scholars have honestly believed 
that Jesus was born on.or about 
December 25. All we have to go 
by on that matter is tradition 
since the Bible does not clearly 
gay. 

The article, “Where Did We Get 
Christmas?” indicates that all 
Christians suppose that  Christ- 
mas is a holiday commanded in 
the New Testament and the date 
given. That is silly. I never 
knew a Christian who supposed 
that the Bible gave Christmas as 
the date or commanded any kind 
of celebration then. 


Is It Wrong to Decorate With 
Mistletoe and Holly? 


The sensational author — of 
“Where Did We Get Christmas?” 
Bupposes there is something vic- 
ious in using mistletoe and holly 
to decorate at Christmas time. 
Actually poor people often had 
very little to decorate with except 
evergreens from the forest in mid- 
winter. So mistletoe and holly 
and other kinds of evergreens and 
berries have been used, It varies 
in different countries. Even in 
my poverty - stricken boyhood, 
about all we could decorate a 
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Christmas tree with was paper 
chains and popcorn on a string. 
We had no glass ornaments, of 
course no electric lights for the 
Christmas tree. The home _ or 
church house at Christmas time 
was decorated with cedar branches 
and mistletoe since holly did not 
grow in our country, and there 
was no other evergreen. At other 
times of special joy, in spring or 
summer, we used flowers, but 
there are no flowers in midwinter 
available to the general public in 
most countries. In fall celebra- 
tions such as Thanksgiving, people 
use colorful fall leaves, pumpkins, 
cornstalks. .To make some sSinis- 
ter and wicked meaning out of 
such decoration is a poor seek- 
ing for publicity. 


Giving Christmas Gifts Can 
Be Scriptural 
And the custom of giving gifts 


to each other at Christmas time 
is not to be taken from the heath- 


en but is a thoroughly Chris- 
tian custom, encouraged in the 
Bible. For example, in Esther 


9:22, when the least of Purim was 
established to celebrate the deliv- 
erance of the Jews from the wick- 
ed plans of Haman to destroy 
them, we are told: 


“As the days wherein the 
Jews rested from their ene- 
mies, and the month which 
was turned unto them from 
sorrow to joy, and from 
mourning into a good day: 
that they should make them 
days of feasting and joy, and 
of sending portions one to an- 
other, and gifts to the poor.” 
A similar teaching is given in 
Nehemiah 8:9-12 as follows: 

“And Nehemiah, which is 
the Tirshatha, and Ezra the 
priest the scribe, and the Le- 
vites that taught the people, 
said unto all the people, This 
day is holy unto -the Lord 
your God; mourn not, nor 
weep. For all the = people 
wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. Then he 
said unto them, Go your way, 
eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto 
them for whom nothing is pre- 
pared: for this day is holy 
unto our Lord: neither be ye 
sorry; for the joy of the Lord 
is your strength. So the Le- 
vites stilled all the _ people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for 
the day is holy; neither be ye 
grieved. And all the people 
went their way to eat, and to 
drink, and to send portions, 
and to make great mirth, be- 
cause they had understood the 
words that were declared un- 
to them.” 


Note that it was a holy day, and 
the people were to celebrate it be- 
fore the Lord by feasting and by 
sending portions unto — others. 
They were not to be sorry, but 
joyful. We can honor God _ by 
feasting and rejoicing and sending 
gifts to others, and the custom 
has grown up of giving gifts to 
others at Christmas as a holy 
celebration. 

The same spirit naturally creeps 
into other days when we want to 
especially draw nigh to God and 
celebrate some of His goodness. 
Many people send gifts at Easter 
and others send greeting cards. 
People have special feastings at 
Thanksgiving and Easter and that 
is not ungodly, but Christian. 

Keeping Christmas is certainly 
not a matter of law, but a mat- 
ter of grace; voluntarily observed 
tc honor the Lord by Christians 
who wish to do so.

| Iam glad you wrote me frank- 


ly and I am glad to answer you 
in brotherly love. I think I can 
help you if you read very carefully 
and prayerfully what I have to 
say. 

You are wrong in _ supposing 
that Jeremiah 10:1-5 talks about 
a Christmas tree. The writer of 
the tract you sent was likewise 
wrong on this matter. How could 
you say that the Catholics started 
Christmas and Christmas trees 
and then try to prove it by a 
Scripture in Jeremiah, written 
centuries before there was any 
Catholic church? Jeremiah, chap- 
ter 10, is speaking about the mak- 
ing of an idol out of wood and 


covering it with gold or silver. 
Verse 8 calls it “the stock,” an- 
other term for idols. Verse ¥Y 


speaks of this wooden idol being 
covered with silver plates or goia 
plating. Verse 10 contradicts the 
idol with the true God. Verse 11 
says that these heathen idol gods 
Shall perish. Verse 14 says that 
every man who makes molten or 
graven images in a foundry is con- 
founded by the idols, knowing that 
he made them and they cannot be 
gods. Jeremiah 10:1-5 speaks 
about the making of an idol which 
is worshipped and has no refer- 
ence whatever to a Christmas 


especially anxious to have some- 
thing to charge against Catholics 
you would not have been taken in 
by such a false exegesis of a 
Scripture. 


It Is Wrong to Make Divisions 
or Judge Others About 
Christmas Day and 
Christmas Greetings 


You say, “Won’t you also take 
your stand against this evil Ro- 
man pagan practice, with all of 


us who want to go all out for 
Christ, and cut loose from agli 
these Roman traditions?” Again 


I believe your zeal leads you to 
say more than you would honestly 
charge if you took time to think 
the matter through calmly. I am 
not bound by any Roman tradition 
and do not need to cut loose. And 
do you really believe that you 
want to go all out. for Christ more 
than I do? Do you really believe 
that doing away with Christmas 
trees would be such a wonderful 
boon to this poor, lost world? Do 
you really believe that if nobody 
sang a Christmas carol, nobody 
preached a Christmas sermon, no- 
body sent a greeting card with 
Scripture on it, it would make the 
world so much better? In that, 
dear sister, you are out on a side- 
track,.a blind alley. You are ma- 
joring on minors. The kingdom ot 
God is not in meat nor drink nor 
in having Christmas trees or not 
having them. Actually those of 
us who are Christians like to have 
Christmas to celebrate the birth 
of Jesus Christ. Jesus may have 
been born on Christmas day. Even 
the best scholars do not know, 
but at least there is more reason 
for celebrating December 25 than 
any other known date. The Bible 
does not command it, and the 
Bible does not forbid it. Those of 
us who are good Christians, who 
keep Christmas, do it for Jesus’ 
sake. On this matter is a Scrip- 
tural statement that will help you, 
1 trust. Romans 14:1-6 says: 


“Him that is weak in the 
faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations. For 
one believeth that he may eat 
all things: another, who is 
weak, eateth herbs. Let not 
him that eateth despise him 
that eateth not; and let not 
him which eateth not judge 
him that eateth: for God hath 
received him. Who art thou 
that judgest another man’s 
servant? to his own master 
he standeth or falleth. Yea, 
he shall be holden up: for God 
is able to make him stand. 
One man esteemeth one day 
above another: another es- 
teemeth every day alike. Let 
every man be fully persuaded 
in his own mind. He that re- 
gardeth the day regardeth it 
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tree. If you had not been already | 


unto the Lord; and he that 
regardeth not the day, to the 


that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth 


not to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks.” 


About this plain Scripture one 
should observe the following: 


First, there is not to be: doubt- 
ful disputations about it. Dis- 
putings here do not help. If there 
is no Bible command to observe a 
Christmas day and no Scripture 
forbids observing Christmas day, 


then to dispute about it is wrong. 


Second, notice that one who does 
not eat is not to judge the one 
who does eat. The one who does 
not observe Christmas day is not 


to judge the one who does observe 
Christmas day. One who regards 
the day regards it unto the Lord 
One who does not regard the day, 
to the Lord he does not regard it. 
You came out of Rome, so you 
are more sensitive on this matter 
and more fearful than some oth- 
ers. If you have convictions here 
on this matter which the Bible 
does not speak of, stay with them

and still be a good Christian, but 
do not charge and condemn others 
who do not agree with your con- 
victions.

on Sunday. Catholics believe in 
prayer, so it is wrong for Chris- 
tians to pray. That is absurd. 
Actually,-Christmas is not a Cath- 
olic mass; one does not tend to- 
ward Catholicism By celebrating 
the birthday of Christ, and devot- 
ed, spiritual Christians for many 
centuries have honored Christ on 
that day. Why should you get 
young Christians absorbed in 
such a foolish and fruitless argu- 
ment to the neglect of their .spir- 
itual growth and the ruin of their 
happiness ? :

On no great doctrine of the Bi- 
ble has there been so much con- 
fusion in the twenty-five 
years among Christians as on the 
question of the fullness of the 
Back in the days of Moody 
and Torrey there was a fine agree- 
ment among the best Christians 
on this subject. Moody, Torrey, 


Chapman, John McNeil, A. J. Gor- 
don, S. D. Gordon agreed that 
Christians need a definite endue- 
ment of power from on High. 
They agreed that there was no 
need to seek speaking in tongues. 
That did not mean eradication of 
the carnal nature. They taught, 
along with other leading soul win- 
ners of practically all denomina- 
tions, that Christians should wait 
on God for His power. Most of 
them called this enduement with 
power the “baptism of the Holy 
Spirit,” or the “fullness of the 
Spirit." Before them, Spurgeon in 
England and Charles G. Finney in 
America taught the same thing. 

But two devisive movements 
came to confuse the minds. of 
Christians and divide thern on this 
subject. On the one hand what is 
called the Pentecostal movement 
taught that speaking in tongues is 
the essential initial evidence of 
Some 
left the old-time doctrine of 
Moody, Torrey, Spurgeon and oth- 
ers to follow these good but mis- 
guided people of the tongues 
movement. Others sensing the 
wrong emphasis of the tongues 
teaching simply began to shun the 
question entirely lest they he 
thought fanatical and be misun- 
derstood. 


The other devisive movement 
jwas the Plymouth Brethren heresy. 
It was led by John Nelson Darby 
who walked out of Moody’s church 
where he had been speaking, and 
broke with Moody over Moody s 
teaching that “whosoever” may 
take the water of life freely. This 
Plymouth Brethren teaching 
stressed the verbal inspiration of 
the Bible and stressed the pre- 
millennial coming of Christ, but 
‘many of them went to extremes in 
dispensational teaching and wide- 
ly opposed the Moody-Torrey- 
Chapman position on the fullness 
of the Spirit. This Darbyite 
teaching crept into the best fun- 
damental circles and some of Dr. 
Torrey’s associates opposed Torrey 
as he taught what Moody had 
taught. It got into the Scofield 
Bible where it has had its widest 
influence. The Scofield Refer-

course he remembered He re- 
membered his former life, his life 
of ease and comfort. He recalled 
all the good things he had once 
enjoyed. He remembered his days 
of prosperity—-his lovely home, 
his large bank account, his rich 
food. He remembered, too, the 
cool, refreshing breeze and the 
cold days and nights when he en- 
joyed the warmth of a fire. Yes, 
and he remembered the beggar, 
lying at his door, and even the 
stray dogs. He could see them 
now as they fought over the 
crumbs that fell from his table 
and then turned to lick the nau- 
Seating sores that covered the 
Skeleton form of Lazarus. How 
he wished he could forget! But 
he had to remember. 


You, too, will remember. That 


is what will make Hell really 
Hell. You will remember your 
Sins; they will haunt you, every 
one. Those deeds done in secret 


—you will never, never’ forget 
them. You will remember the 
girl you ruined and damned, the 
little child you abused, your wast- 
ed money, and, worse still, your 
wasted life. You will remember 
the many times you heard the 
gospel and the times you rejected 
the invitation to accept Christ. 
You will recall how the preacher 
pleaded with you and how you 
left the meeting unsaved. Yes 
and you will remember how your 
mother and how your wife prayed 
for you. Oh, if only you could 
forget! But you cannot. You 
must, and you will, remember, 

But that is not the end of the 
answer. -Abraham has more to 
Say yet. He points out that the 
Situation has been reversed, that 
the rich man who had enjoyed 
the good things of life is now tor- 
mented, and that Lazarus, who 
had known nothing but suffering, 
if now comforted. Then he con- 
tinues: 


“And -beside all this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf 
fixed: so that they who would 
pass from hence to you cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, who 
would come from thence.” 


What does he say? What new 
revelation is this? A gulf. Some- 
thing between. Two things about 
it. 

First, it is a “great” gulf. 1 
think of the Grand Canyon. To 
me it is a great gulf, yet it might 
be possible to find a way to cross 
it. But not this gulf. It is so 
wide that no one can cross it. It 
is a great guif. That means eter- 
nal separation. That was why 
the rich man saw Abraham “afar 
off.” He had landed on _ the 
wrong side of the gulf and there 
he had to stay. “In the _ place 
where the tree falleth, there it 
Shall be.” There can be no cross- 
ing over. Destiny is fixed and 
fixed for all eternity. There is no 
second chance. 

What now have the Russellites 
te.say? The Bible says that the 
gulf is too great to cross, that no 
one on the other side can ever 
get over, that there is no way to 
bridge the chasm. No_- second 
chance! No opportunity of being 
saved hereafter. The rich man is 
still there. He has-been there for 
some two thousand years, and there 
he will remain. He can never, 
hever cross to where Lazarus is. 
Oh my friend, beware lest you 
too land on the wrong side, for 
if you do, you will never get over! 
It is a GREAT gulf. 

Second, it is “fixed.” In other 
words ,it can never be removed. 
The Grand Canyon has been there 
for thousands of years. This gulf 
remains forever. It will never 
disappear. Millennium upon mil- 
lennium will come and go, but 
the gulf will still be there. The 
Saved and the lost wiH never be 
united. They will always remain 
apart. The gulf is “fixed.” 

His Second Petition 

Now for his second petition. 
Realizing that his own condition 

is hopeless, he begins to think of 
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‘couldn’t think of his 


others. And thus he prays: 

“IT pray thee therefore, father, 
that thou wouldst send him to my 
father’s house: for I have five 
brethren; that he may testify un- 
to them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment.” 

Now it is a good thing to be 
concerned about one’s relatives, 
but why wasn’t he concerned be- 
fore? Why didn’t he speak to 
them when he had_ the “* oppor- 
tunity? Why leave it so late? 
Perhaps his father was still living. 
I imagine he was. Possibly the 
rich man had been eldest of the 
family of six brothers. Some of 
his brothers may have been mere 
children. Be that as it may, he 
brothers 
sharing his doom. 

Are we concerned? Do we pray 
for our relatives now? Or are we, 
too, going to leave it until it is 
too late? Perhaps you are not 
saved yourself and you know you 
are going to Hell. Tell me, do you 
want your wife to go with you? Do 
you want your children to suffer 
as you will suffer? Have you no 
burden for those you love? My 
friend, you better get anxious 
now; it will be too late then. 

So he prays for his. brothers. 
But now what is Abraham’s 4an- 


swer? Marvellous indeed Listen 
to it. 
“They have Moses and_ the 


prophets; let them hear them.’” 
Brief, was it not? Yes, brief 
indeed, but right to the point. In 


other words, he said this: “They 
have the Bible. They have the 
Word of God. They have the God- 
breathed writings of Moses and 
the prophets. Let them hear 
them.” 


Oh, the value he places on the 
Bible How he honors the Word! 
It, he says, is all-sufficient. If 


they will not listen to the voice ot 
God through His prophets, they 
will not listen to Lazarus. The 
Word will be their condemnation. 

My friend, you have the Word. 
If you haven’t, you can get it. 
Bibles, Testaments and Gospels 
are sold and even distributed free 
of charge in countless millions. 
What more do you need? It is 
God’s Word you want. It will tell 
you how to escape Hell. It will 
reveal to you God’s salvation. All 
the information you need is in the 


Bible. Hence, you are without ex- 
cuse. No one from the other 
world can help you. By God’s 


Word you can be enlightened, and 
by it you can be saved. Yes, and 
by His Word you will some day 
be judged. Then hear the Word 
and listen to what God says — 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the Word of God.” 
His Third Petition 

But not yet is he through, for 
he is desperate. For himself he 
knows there is no hope—but oh, 
those brothers of his—can he not 
do something for them? He makes 
one last attempt. He prays once 
more. Here is his final petition: 

“Nay, father Abraham: but if 
one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent.” 


What desperation! “If one went 


unto them from the dead.” If a 
miracle could be wrought. If a 
dead man could be raised. That’s 
it. Let there be a resurrection, 
something to startle them. “Raise 
Lazarus and send him to them,” 
Thus he argued and thus he 
prayed, 

Now for Abraham’s last words, 
his final answer: 

“If they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be per- 
suaded though one rise from the 
dead.”’ 

A lot of. people think that 
miracles would convince men. But 
miracles, my friends, only harden. 
There was another Lazarus who 
was raised from the dead, raised 
after he had been dead four days. 
Were the rulers convinced? Did 
that miracle soften their hard 
hearts? You know it did not. It 
only made them more determined 
than ever to get rid of Jesus. 
Again Abraham’s only answer 
is' the Word of God. It, and it 
alone, must suffice. If men will 
not be. convinced ‘and saved 
through it, there is no hope for 
them. “If they hear not Moses 
and the prophets,” if they reject 
the Old Testament Scriptures, 
they must perish. A _ miracle 
would not help. The Israelites 
witnessed miracle after miracle 
wrought by God through Moses, 
and still they. rebelled, still they 
murmured and complained. Still 
they perished in the wilderness. 
No, says Abraham, not a miracle, 
but the Word of God. Once they 
have God’s revelation they are 
responsible. 


The rich man is silenced. He has 
offered his last prayer and now, 
in horror, he must await the com- 
ing of his five brothers, one after 
the other, unless they repent. The 
curtain falls and all is over. Ah, 
but is it? Where is he now? 
What does he think today? 


My friend, you have a choice 
to make. You can choose to spend 
eternity with Lazarus or you can 
go on as you are and finally go 
to that place of “torments” to 
which the rich man went. It is 
for vou to decide. But a decision 
you must make and that soon, or 
it will be forever too late. 


Will you, then, hear the -Word 
of God and open your heart to 
Jesus Christ, or will you pérish in 
your sin? “Behold, now is the ac- 
cepted time; behold, now ig the 
day of. salvation.” You will be 
“carried by the angels’ to your 
home on High, or you will be 
“buried, and in Hell lift up your 
eyes, being in torments.” Which 
is it to be? It is for you to say. 
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
